long Summers, day of Quecne Elizabecbs Reigne, 
King James lawfully and peaccably luccecding to 
the Crownes of England, and 7reland, he fo ſud- 
dainly concludes (as it were) an inviolable league, 
with that ambitious King Ph44p of Spaine, that ne- 
uer made [cague with any King, Prince, or State, 
but for his owne end and aduantage. | 
If I were on earth, I know ſome of you would an- 
ſwer me,King /ames was a peaccable Prince,and fo 
loued tobeat peace, and in arnity with other: Chri- 
ſtian Princes: Yea, and it ſeemes your King him- 
ſelfe,is much affe&cd with the veryname ofPx ac, 
allcadging, chat be hath beene a peaccable King, 
from his Cradle; That Bzx arti Pacirici is his 
happy deſtined Aotto ; and with ſuch like ſclte-plea- 
ſing ſongs, hath a long time ſung a Reguiem to him- 
ſclte, &c. I muſt confefle, it is a happy thing for 
Chriſtian, and Religious Kings; Princes, and States 
to be at peace, in vnity.;. and. amity_one with ano- 
ther, But on the other fide, it is as vnhappy and 
daungerous a thing, to haue: league or amity with 
Romane-Catholique Kings, ang:;Princes, wha are, I 
ſay, ſworne and profeſk enemies £9, God,. and his 
Goſpell, aswas, and is this-great-Catholique King 
Philip, and his Aufirian-Cafiiffantamily.. .. _ 
When I was aſeruant to. my Prince and Coun- 
try on carth , my affeQion in nature , was indiffe- 
rent, Tar; Marti, quam Mereurioand I was more c1- 
flamed with the Joue of &yowleage ; then the louc of 
Fame : which ſome of your * Men of State, and 
reat plate , yet lining,; that knew my, heart.can 
eareme witneſle, But 
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- '; -Bur my Noble, and Religious * Fathier', 4/12 Jr 
Eaflc of Eſſex, vpom-his Death-bed ; hegaue mein ,. - yen 
preceptthree maine and weighty matters, v4z. Firſt, yg 1relasd. 
To ſtrue God according to his Ordinances in his Word, 48. 1576+ 
Secondly, To obey my Primce, Thirdly, To duc and 

{erne my Country, vnto which he added, To beware of 
and to hate all Popiſh ſuperflition and Idolatry. All 
which he rciigiouſly enlarged, and prefled vato me, 
the more, in regard of my tender, youthfull., and 
vnripe yeares. VVhich Swax-like Song of my deare 
Parent, tooke ſo-deepe an impreffion in me, that I 
being called by my Soucraigne the Queene, (and be- 
ivg but a youth, ſhe was pleaſed to call me her Boy) 
to ferue her Maiefty and my Country , did the wil- 
linger yeeld and obey my Prince her Command; and 
entred into Aion. | 

Firſt, inthe yearcof our Lord 1585, and xix. of 
my Pupill-age, L went with the Earle of Lexeeftor my 

Father in Jaw intothe Netherlands, where Thad the 
Honorable charge of Generall'of the Horſe, in a 
faire Army : Where,I aduentured my life, and ſub- 
jecd.myſelfe ro-many kinds of wants ( diſagreeing 
with my education and yeetes,&c.) Vhich I did for 

the Honor of my Princeand\Country, 

- 'Stcandly , inthe yeare 1589. I cnterprized'my 
voyage-into- PartugaH, with a poore diftreſted and 
exiled King, Dow Amztonio,whom I many times (with 
-pitty,hcard repeare (wirh teares) the ſtory of his op- 
prefſions by Phulip King of Sparnc; who by force and 
tyranny had vſurped bis Crowne of Portugalt: Allo, 
conltdering the enemy againſt whom I went, an1n- 
folenr, crucll, and viurping Prince , that diſturbed

_. Thirdly , in the yeare' 15.9 1. I conducted 
and;was Generall of her Maieſty , my Soueraignes 
ſuccours to Henry the'FrenchKing,aPrince,who for | 
.his admirable 'valour, and often fighting 'with his 
owne hands, againſt his enemies, was not onely the 
moſt famous, but the moſtrenowmed and redoub- 
ted Capraine.of Chriſtendome: And the end of 
that my ſcrice, was, to free themaritine parts of 
Normandy fromthe hands of the league -and power 
of the Spaniard,thatthereby.he-our enemy thou 
find lefſe ſuccour or fauour inthole Scas, 1c. þ : 
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alſo was done,for Honor of my Prince and Coun- 
rcrcey. | 
Fourthly, in the yeare 1596. I vndertooke my 
Spaniſh Voyage to Cadiz, where,not only I ſcone 
ſeized on, ſacked, and burnnt the Towne, and en- 
riched my Followers, and Souldiers , but we burnt 
his beſt Shipping, and brought away his Ordi. 
nance, and ſome Ships , deſtroying his Sea Proui- 
ſions: Yea, put him to ſuch charge andloſſe, as he 
ſhortly after played Bankerupt, with all his Credi- 
tors, &c. And this likewiſe I did;for Honor of my 
Prince and Country. | 
Fiftly, in the yearc 1597. my Spaniſh Voyage 
towards the Tercers s, was intended with her Maic- 
Kies leaus, and by her command for Faya/l, to aſlaile 
the Adclantado there, and. thither I ſhaped my 
courſe, and had ir beene proſperous, and fortunate, 


Thad made my Soueraigne fuch an abſolute Queene 


of rhe Occan, anddiſarmed, and diſabled the ene- 
my at Sea, asthat ſhe might eyther haue enforced 
him to any conditions of Peace, or made War on 


| him her infinite Aduantageand his vtter Ruine, 


But that my defigne was fatally fruſtrated. by vio- 
lent and long Tempelts, which rooke vs in the 
heigth of 46. Which ſcattered our Fleete , difſa- 
bled and almoſt drowned moſt of our principal! 
Ships, and (when we could no longer beare it vp 
againſt the VVind) draue. vs backe vpon ourowne 
Coaſt ; and to what a deſperate caſe my owne Ship 
was brought?there witneſſes were enow:My attempts 
and endeauours were neuertheleſſe , my dangers, 
and endurance of hardnefle the more, &c, "n

(When Philip King of Sp4zme,that mortall ene- 
my of my Prince and Country , had made many 
attempts, and aſſaules vpon Vs ; fayled and was fru- 
ſtrated in all , then he begged of the Pope, my 
Souecraignes Kingdome of relawd, and ſcent. his 
Baſtard brother, Dow 7b D' Aquila, to take poſlel. 
fion of it. 

But this Mefſinger (a Vice-roy. in his conceit) 
was ſoone ſent backe with an Engliſh-Flez in his 
Spaniſh eare, that made fuch a buzzing in his 
head, that eyther with that, or elſe by a Spaniſh- 


figge , the good Don diſcontentedly. departed this 


lite, in ſhort time after his returne into Spaiwe.) 
Ar length, (and it was my Iaft Voyage) by 


command of my SoueraigneI was made, and ſent 


Lord Generall into trc/and of all her Maicſties - 


Forces. And there, when I had begun to ſubjugare 
thoſe head-ftrong Rebels, and brought their Ring- 
leader (that notableRebell Tyr-oen) vpon his knees: 
I was forced abruptly torcturne back into Exg/ard: 
and my Commiſhon was conferred vpon an other 
Noble *, my inferiour :who was ſent ouer-to wade 
againſt thoſeRebels , after I had broken the Ice a- 
ftorchand z and hee had the Honor, happily-to per- 


forme whar I had carcfully and painefully, projeed . 
and intended. In the interim , the fatal! threed of 


mymortall life , was almoſt ſpun, and my glaſle 
nighthrough run, My enemies laying many hey- 


nous crimes vato my .charge , and therewith abu- 
fing my Soueraignes cares, and incenſing her ſacted

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But, beloued Morrals, it is not my meaning(nei- 
cher would I haue you expe it) to touch the injury 
of the times in that my latter Time, nor the Srate- 
fattion of menin pace, my then enemies: 1 torbeare 
torouch, alſo how by the machinationsof men, 
my gracious Soucraigne was forced to figne the 
haſtning of my Death >.For before my head was fe- 
uered from my Shoulders, (with which ftroake my 
immorcall ſoule was ſeperated from my mortal! bo- 
dy) I forgaue themall, and left my cauſe to God, 
ro whom vengeance is due: And certes, my God 
hath beene throughly avenged of them all, (my 
enemies,) to their diſhonor and diſgrace on carth 
yea, before Men and Angels. And all was bur like 
an impetuous fiorme to haften my arriving in the 
Harbonr of Heayen : Here,where there is no roome 
for reuenge, nor ought elſe butholy lone: which 
hath moued me to ſend you of my quondam Coun- 

this my dec'aration or diſcourſe(call it what you 
will :) Wherein, I lik not neither ro meddle with 
the Artena impery, of your King and State, further 
then ſhall beſeeme a zealous Patriot , that tendrerh 
ſtill, and wiſheth the wel-fare and flouriſhing State 
of his once deare and natiue Country. 

And now, well beloued Englifhmen , in the 
premiſſesI haue giuen you abriefeaccompt of my 
life, and as it were an Epitome of my time-ſpending 
onearth, In which imployments, I empayred my 
hereditary eſtate; loſtmy deare and onely * brother, * Mr Pater 
the halfe Arch of my Houſe, and buricdalſo many Jeet onins 
of my neereſt and deareſt friends ; ſubjeed my ſelfe Rowen. x 5 9 4, 


tothe rage of the Seas violence, generall plagues, 
B 2 - famine, 
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famine, and all kind of wants z diſcontentments of 
vndiſciplined aud vnruly multitudes, and receptati- 
on of all euents: and all, for the Honor and re. 
nowme of my gracious Prince, and deare Country, 
keeping in minde my fathes Charge : St i014 Britan- 
na Teiths, 

Now beloued Mortalls, let me come more neere- 
ly to Counſell and aduiſe with yon, Firſt, that the 
Spaniſh Kings.reuengefull humour was inſatiable 
appearcd, when, in my time Anno 1597. when he 
camenewly out of a Trance, which was thought 
would hauc beene his laſt ſwoune, he asked (the 
firſt word that hee ſpake) whether the Adelamtaao 
were gone for Erg/and;and if remorſe of conſci- 
ence would haue quenched his thirſt of revenge, he 
would not, a little before his death, in his deuotions, 
being all Mafſe, haue vowed to be reuenged on Eng- 
land, though hee ſold all thoſe Canaleſftickes vpon the 
Altar, befoxe him. | 

Secondly, tl:at all Treaties with Spine (an idola- 
eons and irreligious Nation) were both voſate and 
dangerous , I proucd by vn-anſwerable arguments 
in.my Apology, page. 19, 20,.21, 22423424, 25, 26, 

27, 28, 29, 30. And tow injux/ous the zerlous peace- 
wakeys of thoſe taxes, were to: the State, I. proucd 
page 35, 36. How neceſſary gainfull, and hoxoratle it 
was, for the State of England, to haue warres wth 
Spaixe. I proued p.ge 36; 37. .and fo tothe. end of 
my Apology.But ſome of you haply will how ſay, 
That now, The Times are changed.and with the time 
the S9.untards mind is altered. Indegde, I remember

Oh the flouriſhing State of your Faery-Land, 
in the dayes of yore, whiles I lived onearth, vnder 
the Gouernment of that glorious Queene , of eter- 
memory : The Chriſtian World did admire her, ..., 
Gouernment, and your flouriſhing State; Nay, the Ya. 852.852, 
very Mahumetane * Monarchs did admire and ac- 
knowledge the ſame. 
But now, the caſe is altered, (and) I can hard- 
ly forbeare toweepe , to ſee what a piteous Petition. 
that glorious Queene , my now fellow Saint Elizs- 
beth , latcly receiued from youthe Commons of Eng- 
land : But theteot I fay ho more, conſidering 
I according 
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according to her Commiſſion fromthe higheſt Po- 
wer anſwered that your Petition. 

Let me now admoniſh youall, of the Nobility, 
Gentry, and Communalty : Firſt, ſeriouſly and yer 
ſubmiſſiuely, to dehort and diffwade your King, to 
leaue off and abſolutely diffolue. all Treaties of 
Matches,or whatſoeuer elſe with that perfidious and 
daungerous Spaniſh Nation; and in licu of the 
Spaniſh Match to-promote the Engliſh March. Whar 
though bis Maieſties Treaſure be drawne deepe into, 
the poore Country-man by theſe late hard yeares 
be impoucriſhed , the Merchandize and trading of 
your Kingdome  much»decayed, &c, Yet, if your 
furptuous Buildings, your ſurferting Diets , your 
Prodigality in Garments , your jnfinite Plate, and 
coftly furniture in your Houſes, and the pride of 
your Wiues (eſpecially ) be conſidered, Exgland 
cannot be though ſo poore. Can you exccede all 
Nations in Chriſtendome in waſtfulÞ vanities > And 
can you not arme your fſelues againſt one Nation, 
(which you haue cuer beaten) for your neceſſary de- 
fence 2 Was Rowe ſo braue a State, as that the ve- 
ry Ladies, te ſupply theCommon Treaſure}, and to 
maintaine the VWarres ,- deſpoyled themfelues of 
their coſtly Tewels and rich Ornaments > And is Eng- 
land become ſo baſe a State, as that the peop 
therein will not beſtow ſome part of their ſuperflu- 
ous expences to keepe themſelues from Conqueſt 
and Slauery ? (The onely end of all Sparnes Treatits: 
Witneſſe their Treaty of peace in 88, when as, cuen 
_ atthejnſtant-cheir mighty Nauy cams to-inuade Vs) 
Did the-godly Kings, and:Rcligious people,” which 
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you may read of in the old Teſtament, to maintaine 
the Warres againſt the enemies of God, ſell the 
Ornaments of the Temple, and things conſecra- 
ted to holy Vſes? And will yee that haue as Holy
